Shows a Commodity Rate. 

In the examination of Samuel J. Cook, gen- 
eral freight agent of the Chicago and Hast- 
ern Illinois, it was shown his company has 
a commodity rate between Chicago and 
Mount Vernon on almost everything that 
ie offered for shipment. The figures sub- 
mitted by him showed that in every instance 
the commodity rate was from 5 to 25 per 
cent less than the maximum rates sreeesyen 
by the state commission. 

He also submitted figures showing the 
joint rates in effect upon the Michigan Cen- 
tral and Chicago aad Eastern Illinois be- 


tween Detroit and Mount Vernon, a longer ° 


haul by 200 miles than from Chicago to 
Mount Vernon. These rates were much less 
in proportion to the haul from Chicago, and 


the 50 per cent which the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois gets out of the haul is less than 
the straight rate from Chicago by something 


like 40 per cent. | 

In the case of dry goods the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois gets 50 cents a 100 pounds 
From De- 
troit to the same point the joint rate is 44 
cents. Of this amount the initial line gets 
one-half, the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
taking the other half. In other words, from 
Chicago ,to Mount Vernon the road in ques- 
tion gets 50 cents a 100 pounds, while on a 
joint shipment from Detroit, which is re- 
ceived by the Chicago and Hastern Illinois at 
Chicago, it gets but 22 cents a 100. Mr. Cook 
was of the opinion that the maximum rates 
of the commission are too high. 

Rock Island Satisfied. 

The substance of the testimony of Assist-

Rock Island was that the joint rates from 
eastern points to Illinois towns were too 
low. He said the Rock Island was a party

In dealing with critical problems which are

Certain bald facts may be stated without 
equivocation. When M. Delcasse resigned 
.the portfolio of the foreign office Germany 
and France were on the verge of war. M. 
Delcasse thought Germany was “ bluffing.” 
Prime Minister Rouvier, remembering 1870, 
believed otherwise. 
Troops Moving to Frontiers. 

Germany had been strengthening her gar- 
risons near the French frontier. France re- 
sponded with a similar move. The kaiser, ig- 


‘noring his own proyocation, notified Brance 
that if she did not cease this military move- 


ment Germany would consider it as an un- 
friendly act. This, of course, was equivalent 
to an ultimatum, and Premier Rouvier sent a 
conciliatory reply. 

Within a few hours after Delcasse’s retire- 
ment Premier Rouvier made certain repre- 
sentations to Russia which had a far greater 


influen¢e upon the czar’s present course than | 


even President Roosevelt's letter. M. Del- 
casse had done everything tn his power to 
support Russian policy and to uphold the al- 
liance and had therefore refrained from 
pressing advice, peaceful or otherwise, upon 
the czar’s governmert. 

France Appeals to Czar. 

Premier Rouvier told Russian the vital inter- 
ests of France required the czar to do some- 
thing under the terms of the alliance for her 
protection against German aggression. It was 
imperative for Russia to restore her military 
strength on her western frontier and be pre- 
pared to take an active part in a campaign 
if France were attacked, 

This plain speaking, and the light which has 
been thrown upon Germany’s plans for tak- 
ing advantage of the present situation, has 
made a considerable change in the czar’s 
Emperor William's earlier advice wag 

to press on the war. He yielded to French 
representations to an extent the world al- 
ready knows. He did not recognize the 
necessity of seeking peace so far as Russia 
herself is concerned. He certainly will not 
accept terms which the rest of the world 
would regard as reasonable. He is still under 
the influence of those in his entourage who 
favor an indefinite prolongation of hostilities. 

British Pressure on Japan. 

But another important influence is at work. 
England is in full sympathy with France to 
the latter’s embarrassment. It is to Lord 
Lansdowne, the British foreign secretary, 
that the credit is largely due for Japan’s 
prompt acceptance of President Roosevelt's 
peace suggestion. The European situation 
ig fully understood at Tokio, and there is 
every desire there to support Engiland’s in- 
terests against German aggression. Japan 
cannot sacrifice any material interest in the 
far east, but she is willing to forego con-

DECREASE IN RESOURCES 


"AND LIABILITIES OF BANKS. 


Statement of the State Auditor Shows 


Eleven New Institutions, but Less 
Money. 


Springfield, June 14.—[{Special.}—A 
statement was issued today by State Audi- 
tor McCullough comparing the condition of 
the 301 state banks of Illinois on May 31, 
the date of the last call, with the condition 
of state banks on March 15, the date of the 
previous call, when. there were 290 state 
banks in operation. In the period on which 
comparison is made resources and liabilities 
decreased $972,198, despite the fact that 
eleven new banks were organized. 

The statement shows an increase in sav- 
ings deposits of $6,043,115 over the previous 
quarter. Other deposits were increased as 
follows: 

Time certificates, ‘$16,996;. demand certifi- 
cates, $267,358; demand certified checks, 
$677,145, With these increases in the right 
direction is found a decrease of $3,054,811 in 
amounts due to state banks and bankers. 
Other decreases in Tiabilities are as follows: 

Capi stock paid in, $1,365,000; surplus 
funds, $413,778; unpaid dividends, $3,499; in- 
dividual\ demand deposits, $1,481,649;' cash- 
iers’ cheeks, $1, 292, 251; and due to national 
banks, $354,811. 

The largest increase in resources, ‘$4,909, - 
066, is found in the item of other bonds, in- 
cluding premiums. Gold coin and gold cer- 
tificates increased $148,887 and $2,310,832 re- 
spectively, while silver coin decreased $27,- 
364, and silver certificates increased $95,176. 

Other resources were increased as follows: 

Loans and discounts, $3,582,873; United 
States bonds, including premiums, $116,021; 
national bank currency, $310,834; and legal 
tenders and treasury notes, $285,781. 

The principal decreases in resources are 
as follows: 

Due from national banks, $7,305,546; due 
from state banks and bankers, $3,044,764; 
exchanges for clearing house, $2,071,060; 
checks and other cash items, §31,853; col- 
jections in transit, $210,745.

Municipal ownership? Well, maybe, but 
not to take any chances on it a special com- 
mittee of the local transportation commit- 
tee went ahead yesterday and reported favor- 
ably on an ordinance tmtended to secure bet- 
ter service from the traction lines under their 

management, 

Shortly afterward the entire committee set 
for tomorrow afternoon at 1:30 o'clock the 
hearing tc be given the traction officials re- 
turning fi... New York with their proposals 
for the sale of property. The committee is 
dealing out of two decks of cards. 

When the subcommittee made its favora- 
ble report on the ordinance for improved 
service the entire committee held it without 


action, leaviig that to a subsequent meet- | 


ing. The significant feature of the report 
on the ordinance was the attitude of alder- 
mén upon whom Mayor Dunne counts for 
support in his immediate municipal owner- 
ship ‘program. 

Ordinance Amplifies Old 

The ordinance was an amplification of that 
in some months ago by Ald, Dever 
requiring that a temperature of 50 degrees 
be maintained in the cars in cold weather. 
The new ordinance requires further that 
policemen be stationed at the car barns to 
inepect the trains as they go out and re- 
port any failure to provide clean, well venti- 
lated, and, in winter, well heated cars, as 
well as a sufficient number of them. 

Another requirement of the proposed meas- 
ure was that forbidding the switching back 
of trains without going on to thelr terminus, 
a practice making necessary the transfer of 
passengers. It requires further that a time 
schedule of trains be posted in the cars and 
that a copy be filed with the city clerk. 

Ald. Kohout drew the new ordinance, and 
he, although not a member of the local trans- 
portation committee, was present. He and 
Ald. Dever, both stanch Dunne supporters in 
the immediate municipal ownership program, 
urged that the ordinance be out 
favorably.

Ald. Hunter, republican, objected. Sq 
“What's the use of all’ this rubbish?” 

asked Hunter. “ You know we are to have 
immediate municipal ownership. We are to 
have a proposal from the companies this 
week. What's the use of going ahead with 
this kind of stuff?” 

“You mean we should like to have imme- 
diate municipal ownership,” said Ald. Dever. 
“ What we should like to have and what we 
shall get may be much different."’ 

“We are going to get it,” insisted Hunter. 

“T am not so sure of it,”’ said Dever. 
“TI am more sure now than I was a year 
ago, but not too sure, at that.’ : 

“You know we are not gure of it,” ex- 
claimed Kohout. “ We may be sure of it in 
two years or three years, but no one thinks 
we're sure of it now.”’ 

The ordinance went to the committee with 
a “minority "’ report from Ald. Hunter. 


Session of Entire Committee. 

At the meeting of the entire committee 
two propositions were considered—the new 
ordinance to the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad for electric service over its 
Evanston branch, and the interchange of 
transfers or through .routes for elevated 
trains. 

Ald. Williston brought a. large delegation 
of north shore citizens to the committee 
meeting to advocate the passage of the ordi- 
nance with certain amendments. 

George Watson, B. F. Weber, Walter H. 
Chamberlain, and George H. Kriete spoke 
for the citizens’ committee, and A. Kries, 
a Rogers Park merchant, for those who ob- 
ject to the ordinance unless it provides for 
immediate elevation of tracks. By a count 
of noses Chairman Werno decided that the 
majority wanted the ordinance substantially 
as it stands, and would trust flagmen to pro- 
tect the crossings until the road was ele- 
vated. Action was deferred.

It can set forth that it is the duty 
of the man who is approached with a propo- 
sition to call off a strike for money to go tu 
the state’s attorney and the grand jury with 
his story. If there had been employers in 
Chicago courageous enough to do that there 
would have been less labor grafting and 
fewer strikes. It is time to wipe out an in- 
famous system which the cowardice of some 
and the greed of others have built up in Chi- 
cago. Down with it. 


THE OPEN THROTTLE DID IT. 
The loss of life at Rush street bridge 
Saturday night was due to individual reck- 
lessnéss, not to official neglect of duty. The 
roadway was open—no chains were stretched 
across. it—but the automobile throttle was 
open, and that was what did the mischief. 
But for the mad haste of the chauffeur, his 
failure to obey the ordinances, and to do any- 
thing to protect himself or his companions 
there would have been no accident. Blame 
him and not the city. se 

It is. the duty of the driver of an automo- 
bile as of every other carriage to keep his 
eyes open. He is assumed to know that 
drawbridges swing open occasionally and 
that it is his business to be on the lookout 
when he nears one. It was growing dark 
on Saturday when the accident happened, 
but it was not too dark for an observant per- 
son to see that the. bridge was open. An 
automobile and some cabs were at a stand- 
still on the north approach. That was suffi- 
cient evidence to-any one on the alert that 
the draw was open. Cabmen do not stop 
at that point to admire the scenery when the 
bridge is shut. But the chauffeur, being 
careless to the verge of criminality, took no 
notice of anything until he was at the edge. 

There should be protection for the public 
at drawbridges and the surface crossings of 
steam railroads. When any grown up per- 
son who has his senses and who uses ofdi- 
nary prudence meets with a mishap at any 
of those places because proper safeguards 
have not been installed by the city the mu- 
nicipal authorities are deserving of the 
When an excited chanf- 
machine through the streets 
and over bridges or across railroad tracks 
at a high awd forbidden wate of speed and 
he meets with an atcident he is the one to 
censure, not the city officials. Law abiding 
automobilists do not run into the river. The 
authorities have tried to curb the rage for 
high speed of some automobilists.

But the police not-only-of Belgium but also 
of France and of Getmany have warned the 
king that Marcel has all sorts of anarchist 
affiliations, and that he has professed both 
in writing and at anarchist and socialist 
meetings his entire sympathy with anarchist 
doctrines. Yet all the notice that Leopold 
has taken of these warnings has been to 


| give @ cynical smile and to invariably use 
the word “ citoyen”’ (citizen) in addressing 


his chauffeur, that being the title which by 
official decree supplanted all others—even 
that of *‘ monsieur "’—in the days of the ter- 
ror, after the first great revolution in France 
at the close of the eighteenth century. | 

When one reflects upon the extent to which 
one is obliged to depend upon one’s chauffeur 
in motoring, especially at the tremendous 
rate of speed at which Leopold always trav- 
els, it must be confessed: that there is some- 
thing particularly daring on the part of this 
king in intrusting his safety to a man such 
as Marcel, imbued with those doctrines 
which lead anarchists to readily sacrifice 
their own lives in endeavoring to “ temper 
tyranny by assassination.”’ 

Cardinal Richelmy, archbishop of Turin. 
has accepted the presidency of an interna- 
tional committee, which is being formed in 
Italy for the commemoration of the fourth 
centennial of the death of Christopher Co- 
lumbus on Ma¥ 20, 1906, by the erection of 
& magnificent monument in the ‘vatican to 
the great discoverer of America.

It is not generally known that at the 
vatican council six and thirty years ago a 
large number of archbishops and bishops 
present signed a petition urging Pius Ix.

rites. And even after the council, prelates 
in different parts ofthe werld made individu- 
al appeals to the holy see about the matter. 

. The late count de Lorgues spent his entire 
life in collecting evidence destined to sup- 
port the claims of Columbus to canonization 
and in vindicating his memory from certain 
charges alleged against him. But since the 
count’s dedth the affair has been allowed 
to drop and it is only now that it is be- 
ing taken, up again in connection with the 
quadri-centennial of the death of Columbus, 
who may, after all, become, for the Roman 
Catholics at any rate, the patron-saint of 


America.

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 


Norwegian Politics and Art. 
Political conditions in Norway made their 
influence felt in Chicago last evening. The 
‘Norwegian Student Singers from the Univer- 
sity of Christiania—the exceptionally fine 
minnerchor organization which made so fa- 


vorablie an impression when heard herea few . 


weeks ago—stopped on the way back from, 
their tour through the-west, and gave a sec- 
ond and farewell concert last night in the 
Auditorium, On the occasion of their pre- 
vious appearance here, the audience, which 
crowded the Auditorium to overtiowing, was 
pronouncedly Scandinavian in character, in- 
asmuch as the Swedish inhabitants of Chi- 
cago were almost as liberally represented as 
were the Norwegian. 

Last evening the audience was again of 
large size, Alling as it did the main portions 
of the great hall. But it was: almost wholly 
Norwegian. The Swedes did not attend. 
There was tn evidence no spirit of antagon- 
ism, but the conspictous absence of these 
former admirers of the singers was in itself 
a quiet protest against what has happened 
and is happening in Norway. 

The singers themselves wisely pursued a 
course strictly artistic rather than patriotic. 
The “ Star Spangled Banner” was sung as 


an opening. number, and each member of the . 


society carried a small American flag, the 
large silken banner presented by the Nor- 
wegian women of Chicago at the last concert 
also being brought on the stage. But from 
the program itself all national hymns and 
pronouncedly patriotic songs were carefully 
omitted. 

There was evident a desire to avoid all 
suggestion of political appeal in the concert. 
It is known that an attempt had been made 
to have the program made strongly national 
in character, to ‘introduce a number of 
speeches, and to bring about the adopting. 
of a resolution addressed to President Roose- 
velt, but the management of the society re- 
fused absolutely to permit anything of the 
kind. And when at the close of the program 
a Chicagoan came forward to announce that 
a meeting of the Norwegians of the city 
would be held in the Auditorium next Satur- 
day evening, there was shown by Director : 
Grindahl and by oné of the members of the 
club an eagerness to warn the speaker that 
nothing save the bare announcement of the 
facts would be permitted. : 

The audience received the speaker in silence 
and there was no demonstration of patriotic 
enthusiasm until the program was ended 
and the club returned for an encore. Then 
cries for the Naqrwegian national song be- 


came insistent and Director Gréndahl an- 


nouncing that a Danish folksong would be 
sung first, gave this number, and then added 
two of the national melodies. The enthusi- 
asm displayed hy the standing audience, 
while hearty and unmistakably genuine, 


Clearly was characterized by the same spirit 


as that shown by the singers—the desire to 
avoid any expressions of approval that could 
offend or be misinterpreted. In the lower 
foyer petition blanks addressed to President 
Roosevelt and asking for recognition of Nor- 
way were placed and were eagerly signed 
by many of the concert patrofs. 

_ The musical features of the evening but 
served to deepen the excellent impression 
made by the muinnerchor when heard here: 
before. The singers were at first not in quite 
so fine vocal form as on the previous occa- 
sion, the fatigues of constant travel having 
had their influence. ._The first tenors are 
the weak portion of the chorus, and in the 
opening numbers of the program their work 
was not up to the club’s standard. But later 
the entire club rallied and the latter part of 
the evening was adelight. Mr. Berg-Hansen 
and Mr. Rolf Hammer sang several obligato 
solos and again compelled recognition for 
the beautiful quality of their voices and for 
the ease and taste with which they use 
them. The two visits of the Norwegian 
singers have been not only pleasdnt but in- 
structive. They have afforded opportunity to 
hear some miinnerchor singing of the finest 
quality and have convinced that the art of 
music in the far distant northern land is be- 
ing cultivated earnestly, enthusiastically, 
and healthfully,

Maryland Declares Fever Peril in Panama Such 
Care Must Be Taken to Stamp It Out. 


- Little Orleans,Md.,June 12.—{Editor of The 


Tribune.]}—The remarkable views expressed | 


by your Mr. Richard Weightman, in your 
Washingt0h correspondence of Juné 7 upon 
yellow fever in Panama and the possible re- 
lation of the mosquito as a causative factor, 
are so at variance with accepted knowledge 
and are so likely when circulated through 
such a medium as THE TRIBUNE to be mis- 
leading and dangerous that they should not 
be allowed to pass unchallenged. Therefore, 
having had a wide experience with this ma- 
lignant pest in the south and Cuba, and hav- 
ing had the good fortune to be a witness to 
the mosquito investigations carried on by the 
late Maj. Reed and colleagues at Quemadbs, 
near Havana, I beg the privilege of replying 
briefly thereto. 

What Mr. Weightman seems not to know 
on the subject would fill a good sized book. 
Yet he discusses it with a flippancy that is 
amazing. considering the importance of the 
topic. He holds the mosquito theory to be. 
“absurd,” ‘notes that mosquitoes are to be 
found everywhere, implies that yeliow fever 
is a benign jnfantile ailment like mumps, 
measles, and worms; and gives out the in- 
ference that only people who are “ frightened 
half to death by superstitious tales ” or who 
fall into “ignorant or stupid hands” may 
die of it. 

He also assumes if the mosquito theory 
of causation be true all that Maj. Gorgas and 
his coworkers need do to stamp it out would 
be to buy a few nets and prevent tnosquitoes 
from getting: at yellow fever patients. The 
disease lasts but five days, he says, there- 
fore he implies that this is about all the time 
required to rid the isthmus of its foe. 


One Mosquito Only Carries Fever. 
Just as there are dogs and dogs, so there 


are dangerous, neither are all gnats. Only 
one member of the mosquito family, the Cu- 
lex, a small daylight insect that bites without 
warning, a little mosquito with gray rings 
around his legs, is the conveyor of yellow 
jack. This mosquito evidently contracts the 
disease himself. For he does not give it to 
man by direct inoculation, from the sick to 
the well, About ten to twelve days after he 
has bitten a yellow fever patient such 
changes have taken place in his own blood 
and saliva. that when he then bites a non- 
immune he invariably produces a typical 
case of the yellow pest. That there are 
mosquitoés in New York, Boston, Alaska, 
New Orleans, and on the mountain tops has 


‘nothing whatever to do with the case. Sv 


there are dogs. in all these places, yet the 


‘human family does not have rabies in any of 


them Until bitten by a dog which ts suffering 
an attack thereof. 

The Culex abounds in yellow fever coun- 
tries. Other and innocent mosquitoes abound 
there, too. It may also abound in nonyellow 
fever countries, so far as I know, but is 
noninfectious unless yellow jack is where it 
ia, arid unless it has sucked the blood of a 
yellow fever subject and thus become a 
epurce of infection. Maj. Reed and those 
sent by this government with him carried on 
for nearly two years a most careful and 
scientifically. conducted series of investiga- 
tions in Cuba, and to every one of us who 


visited the experiment camps and witnessed 


the investigations and studied the results 
and drew deductions therefrom it became ap- 
parent that a great scientific truth had been 


discovered and worked out. 


Maj. Gorgas was a frequent visitor to that 
experimental station, watched the investiga- 
tions closely, made many investigations for 
himself, and by the Knowledge thereby 
gained rid Havana of yellow fever. Presi-
